BUFFALO, 
Sept. 9.—The doctors began assembling 
about 8 o'clock, and it was 9:15 before 
any of them came away from the Mil- 
burn house. Pending their conferences 
there was an anxious wait. Several) 
visitors arrived, including ex-Postmast- 
er-General Bissell and Charles P. San- 
ger. Me. Bissell was one of the first 
to emeérge from the house after the 
doctors had completed their consulta- 
tion, and in a brief general way he sum- 
marized the situation by saying that 
the conditions were favorable, although 
he had no details. A few moments 
later Dr. Roswell Park and Secretary 
Wilson came out together. Dr. Park 
answered the many inquiries with a 


cheerful and very positive assurance of 
confidence. “The situation is entirely 


satisfactory,” said he, “and there are 
no symptoms to cause alarm.” 


He was asked if the earlier bulletin, 
referring to the President's “somewhat 
restless night,” warranted any apprehen- 


sion.

I asked for Miss 
Goldman. She said that she was not.there 
and attempted to close the door: in my 
face. My information was so positive that 
l put my foot in the opening and forced 
my way in. 

“When I showed Mrs. Rager that I had 
absolute evidence that she had been there 
Mrs. Rager admitted it. She said that Miss 
Goldman came there Thursday night about 
9:30 o'clock and asked for permission to re- 
main. She said that she stayed there until 
7 o'clock Saturday night, when she went 
away telling Mrs. Diegi that she did not 
want te get her into any trouble. 

‘Mrs. Rager positively denied that there 
was any meeting of anarchists at her home 
during Miss Goldman's brief stay. Mrs. 
Rager alsp said that this was the only time 
that Miss Goldman was ever at her house, 


Emma Goldman Was 
With Carl Nold. 


“I know this to be untrue. I know that 
about seven or eight weeks ago she was 
there for several days. She was taken there 
by Cari Nold, or Carl Norman, a, well- 
known anarchist. Nold is now in Pittsburg. 
and my information is that she and Nold 
were together there before she came here.

BUFFABO, Sept. 9%—Although Vice 
President Roosevelt does not know ft, the 
government has made more npeqea’ pro- 
vision for his protection than it did for 
that of President McKinley. Whenever 
the vice-president leaves the residence of 
Lakler Ansley Wileox, where he is stay- 
ing, there are two or three secret service 
men at hand to ward off any attempt 
that might be made on his life. The or- 
ders for the protection of the vice-pres- 
ident come from some source that is not 
disclosed. 

During his attendance at service at First 
Presbyterian Church, six secret service 
men ocecupled seats witnin a short dis- 
tance of him. One of them took a seat 
on the box of his carriage when he drove 
away, and the others followed in another 
carriage.

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BIGGEST WEST OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 
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DEVELOPING THE GREAT WEST. 


‘Recent hearings before the Committee on Irrigation of Arid 
Land at Washington bring out the fact that an enormous 
area, 600,000,000 acres, lying west of the Mississippi river lies 
wunutilized. | 

Much of this is a barren and desolate wilderness, but most 
‘can be reclaimed by irrigation and made to yield subsistence 
for @ population of 50,000,000. 

The question of irrigation ts becoming acute in Congress 
and in state legislatures. As pointed out recently in the 
Post-Dispatch, however, much is being accomplished by in- 
dividual and neighborhood effort, especially in Nebraska, 
whose citizens have acted while Congress and legislators 
deliberate. 

But irrigation is not the only need of this great region The 

tural resources can be developed by an artificial water 
supply, but the opening of the mineral resources requires 
equal attention. 

Attention has been called to the fact that in the Dakotas, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania coal is used, which costs $11 a ton. 

‘Why do the people of Dakota resort to distant mines when 

they have vast coal fields at their very doors? 

answer is that the fields are controlled by the great 
railroad companies, which prefer the profit arising out of the 
transportation of Ohio coal to that which might be made out 
of ‘the development of the Dakota coal lands. 

‘This may be a sound policy for the railroads, but it cer- 
tainly is detrimental to the community. 

The growth of the West must be a normal development of 
all the possibilities of that region. Anything which hinders 
guch growth is the legitimate object of thoughtful attention. 
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“class. The way to correct inequality is level yun 
but to level up. When we are all on a high level, we 


not speculate on snobbishness. 
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There is cause for rejoicing in the reports from the bed- 
side of the President. The latest bulletins are full of en- 
couragement.

No complications have arisen, his fever has dimin- 
ished and his respiration and heart action have improved. 
Every hour of such progress adds greatly to his chance of 
recovery.

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SPEAKER CRONIN’S EXPLANATIONS. 


Speaker Cronin gave the Sunday Post-Dispatch an inter- 
esting view of the motives and working of the House of 
Delegates combine. It should be read by citizens who want 
to inform themselves about the methods and purposes of the 
House of Delegates. 

The speaker made it clear that the combine members care 
much more for the interests of the gang and those who stand 
by the gang than for the interests af the people. The point 
of greatest popular interest just now is the reason for the 
combine’s holdup of legislation desired by the Wells admin- 
istration. We quote from Mr. Cronin as to the reason for the 
‘holdup” of th®. bills: 

The House has been placed on the defensive. We are 
fighting for our righte and until we get them there will 
be no cessation of legislative hostilities. 

What are the rights of the House to which Mr. Cronin 
refers? The following quotations throw light on this sub- 
ject: 
While I’m not a squealer, I’m ‘willing to admit the 
way the House members have been treated by Rolla 
Wells and the police department is anything but en- 
couraging. 

Now, we can’t get representation from the police 
board or Rolla Wells and we intend to make them 


stand the consequences. 

All we ask is fair consideration of the wants of our 
constituents. Wecan’t get a thing. I couldn’t get a 
friend of mine a job washing bottles from the pres- 
ent municipal rulers, 

The whole situation is clear. Bectiuse the members of the 
House combine cannot get the spofls they want and their 
constituents want from the Mayor, the President of the Board 
of Puble Improvements and the President of the Police 
Board, the city cannot get the measures it needs. The 
slaughter of citizens by worthless fenders must continue un- 
til Speaker Cronin and his friends are satisfied with suffi- 
cient spoils. 

This is the obstacle that lies In the way of New St. Louis 
and the measures demanded for the public welfare. 
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“Ed Butler can have pretty near arything he wants from 
the House of Delegates, and he doesn’t have to ask the favor, 
either,” says Speaker Cronin. Here is a municipal condition 
that is scarcely to:be preferred to anarchy itself. Is not 
the patience of this long suffering commumity about exhaust- 


ed? 
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“A united effort’ is to be made next winter to get Congress 
to pass a bill providing for a civil pension list. A civil pension 
list, added to the enormously costly military pension list, 
might greatly interest the taxpayers of the United States.

Aithough there are not a few 
methods of utilizing sawdust, but little at- 
tempt seems to have been made in ths 
country. The amounj of sawdust produced 
has been reduced by the. displacement of 
the circular saw by the band saw, which 
makes much less dust. There is, however, 
pe of sawdust produced, and as a rule 
t does not find any application. In view of 
this state of affairs a brief mention o 
some of the utilizations of sawdust will 
be of interest. 

The first use, as would naturally occur 
to any one, is to burn it. Several special 
forms of furnaces have been invented to do 
this efficiently. In some cases the sawdust 
is dried before it is burnt, while in others 
it # dried in the furnace in which it is 
harnt. It can also. be mine’ with coal slack, 
spent dye-wood, turf, peat, etc., and com- 

ressed into briquettes, which allows it to 

e sold for use in place of coal. As coal !s 
often very highly priced in regions where 
sawdust is produced, there is an opportu- 
nity for a\large profit. By the dry istilla- 
tion of sawdust all the distillation products 
of wood are obtained, and this manufacture 
can be conducted as an adjunct to the work- 
ing of wood in a way to insuré a profit.

Now we know why “Lovers’ Lane” has 


made such a hit in New York and Chicago, 
the only two cities in which it has been 
presented. 

Out of the twenty ér more speaking 


parts in the story, fifteen of them are 
character parts. 

The usual number of character parts in a 
play is one.~ Occasionally we get two. They 
are always parts that make a hit. Then 
why shouldn't a play make a tremend,)us 
hit that has fifteen such parts and all of 
them given the opportunity of their lives 
and kept busy through four long acts? An 
audience that wouldn't be satisfied with 
such a show never would get its money's 
worth. 

It may be stated by way of explanation 
that ‘‘Lovers’ Lane’’ is the Clyde Fitch 
drama of country village life that has been 
heralded as the theatrical wonder—from 
a box office standpoint—of the twentieth 
century. From a boxoffice standpoint it 
kept up its reputation at the Olympic last 
night, for the house was packed, but not 
with the usual first-nighters however—the 
first nighters that one has been in the habit 
of seeing at the Olympic when Monday 
night was first night. They were just as 
enthusiastic, however, and each character 
received its meed of applause.

Had they been 
less overdrawn the play would have fallen 
flat, for there is not a climax or a sur- 
prise in the whole piece. You know from 
the very beginning just how the whole 
thing will turn out. You-are interested 
solely in the character work of a lot of 
clever actors and actresses who under- 
stand the art of entertaining. 

The greatness of Mr. Fitch as a dram- 
atist is shown in ‘Lovers’ Lane,”’ not by 
the words he has put into the mouths of 
his characters, but In the 5 tage pene J he 
has furnished them for getting together 
and doing things. 

The bare enumeration of the characters 
gives as good an idea of what the play is 
about as any attempt to tell the story 
possibly could.
